Sonic of Hie women of Boston have been expressing indig- 


nation'at the act of-a very wealthy American woman who is 
reputed fp have paid $75,000 recently for a fur coal. 
The 


garment is said to be made of (he finest sable skins lo be 
found in the world, thousands of the skins having been exam- 
ined before satisfactory selections could be made for (his very 
expensive, and now more or less celebrated, coal. 


The women who have been disturbed by fliis extravagance 


condemn it unreservedly on the ground that such a profligate 
use of money is inexcusable ;if a lime when there arti parls 
of the world in winch large numbers of people are on the 
verge of starvation and arc shivering for the want of clofhiiu 
necessary lo protect them against the rigors of winter. They 
lliink the money could liuvc been put to belter use and declare 
the-exlravaganl expenditure a moral wrong. 


•It is ea'sy fo' understand (he feelings of those who have been 


roused to indignation by this Incident, and yet it will be we!' 
lo bear in mind that there is more than one way of looking ai 
the matter. The probability is thai many of the women who 
have raised their voices in protest are wearing clothes far more 
.expensive than (hey would' need if pride were nol consulted in 
the selection of .their garments; thai Hie coals some of Ihcm 
wear look as extravagant lo women liiey pass in Ihe streets 
every day as this $75,000 sable creation looks to them. But 
the quality of their own raiment gives them no concern re 
garding the starving people in Europe, lo say nothing of large 
numbers nearer home who, while perhaps not in danger, of 
starvation, are not far removed frail want in certain respects. 
The practice of extravagance is largely a matter of degree, 
and Ihis is determined chiefly by.Ihe depth of llic pockelljook. 


And (here is another way to look at a question of (his kind. 


In the case of (his coat the puchaser has placed $75,000 in cir- 
culation among trappers, furriers and skilled workers. Thai 
money is nol lied up in the coat. 1! is performing Ihe work 
for which money is designed. 


Thai is (he saving grace in connection witii all extravagant 


uses of money. 
Many successful business men build man- 


sions far.larger and more costly Hum Ihcy need, "sinking," as 
their neighbors call it, thousands of dollars so deep that il can 
never be" recovered. Bui after all has been done, Hie money 
is not in Ihc house. 
II has passed lo (he hands of mechanic- 


and dealers in materials and is doing ils part of the world': 
work every hour of every day. 


And so, while Ihe payment of $75,000 for a woman's coal 


il is worth no one's while to worry about il. 
Most persons 


would have obtained more satisfaction from a different use of 
the money, but where one is willing to pay so enormously for 
the'gralificalion of pride and vanity il is comforting lo know 
(hat the wealth has not been eliminated, but simply scattered 
where it will do more good than ii would in Ihe hands il came 
from. 


The prospective abandonment of the street railway-line
